
Nine drug 
dealers 
jailed for 
29 years

A NETWORK of drug dealers have been 
sentenced to just over 29 years in prison 
after an investigation by detectives from 
the Violent and Organised Crime Unit 
(VOCU), funded by Greenwich Council. 
The lengthy undercover operation, 
codenamed Granite, enabled police to 
dismantle a highly organised criminal 
network that made its money from 
dealing in class A drugs. 

It started last July when officers began 
investigating drug telephone lines and 
the people running them. A drug line 
is a phone number controlled by a drug 
dealer, who in turn controls a particular 
drug market. The number is given to 
drug users to call if they want to buy 
class A drugs. 

Operation Granite first targeted ‘Ace’, 
real name Jibril Jama, 22, who was 
running the drug market in Westcombe 
Park. Jama, from Woolwich, was 
working the line with his 17-year-old 
partner, known as ‘Acer’. 

Officers working under cover used 
a range tactics to build up evidence, 
including test purchase operations. 

Jama and ‘Acer’ sold 27 wraps of cocaine 
and 24 wraps of heroin with a street 
value of £470 to undercover detectives 
posing as drug users. 

Both Jama and the 17-year-old were 
arrested on November 9, 2010 and 
charged.

IF you haven’t completed 
your purple census form it’s 
vital you do it now. Essential 
funding for Greenwich 
depends on your answers. 
Although Census Day has 
been and gone you can still 
fill in and return your form - 
or do it online. 

The census is a population 
count, and the amount of 
money each area gets for 
public services depends on 
how many people live there. 
Just seven people counted in 


the census is enough to fund 
a nurse’s salary in your local 
area. 

Eleven people counted would 
fund a teacher or a police 
officer for Greenwich. 

If your household fails to 
return your census form it 
will mean Greenwich loses 
out on vital funds. 

You must complete your 
census by law. You may get a 
visit to your home to find out 
if you need any help filling in 
your form - please remember 


to always ask any caller for 
their ID. The answers are 
strictly confidential - the 
government doesn’t see your 
answers; neither does the 
council.

‘Men in Sheds’ pop 
out for top award 

Age Concern scheme beats 532 others across UK

John has already completed 
two big ramps for wheelchair 
users.

“I’m over the moon with the 
place. I was down my caravan 
at the weekend and came back 
last night just to come here.” 


A BRILLIANTLY simple 
initiative has won a UK 
award for the vital and 
vibrant organisation that 
is Age Concern Greenwich. 

‘Men in Sheds’ beat no fewer 
than 532 community projects to 
win the prestigious award run 
by Mears, the social housing 
and repairs company with 
more than 10,000 employees. 

“We were amazed when we 
were on the shortlist of eight,” 
said project co-ordinator 
Pauline Cahill. “Then on cloud 
nine when they told us we were 
the winners. 

“Mears were incredibly 
helpful when we told them 
about Men In Sheds. They came 
to Progress Hall in Eltham 
with a training officer and 
three apprentices and fitted 
out sheds, electrics, plumbing, 
worktops, cupboards, shelves 
and all the rest of it. 

“They were wonderful. All we 
had to pay for was a discounted 
amount for the electricians 
because Mears had to sub this 
out as part of their community 
engagement work.” 

Men In Sheds - which scored 
in Mears’ ‘Goal One’ to 
“improve the lives of people 
living in our communities” - 
attracted TV presenter Tommy 
Walsh of ‘Ground Force’ fame 
to its launch in November. 

The project brings together 
men aged over 65 to chat and be 
easy in a “shed environment” 
while developing their skills to 
make things and raise money 
for local charities. 

“Thanks to local publicity 
and interest, the project took 
off immediately and the ‘Shed’ 
quickly extended its opening 
hours,” said Pauline. “We 
have 22 registered members 


who meet on Tuesdays and 
Wednesdays. We’re hoping to 
start a Thursday session this 
month. 

“They are people with a 
range of skills, including 
retired woodwork teachers, 
IT experts, builders and many 
keen DIYers. People have many 
reasons for joining, many live 
in flats and just miss their 
sheds!” 

John James - “J.J.” to the 
men in sheds - is a 72-year- 
old retired carpenter. He told 
GT: “The thing was, I lost my 
partner on December 1 and 
wanted something to do. This 
got me right out of a hole. 

“I love coming up here on 
a Tuesday and I’m hoping 
there’ll be a Thursday session 
as well. One day’s not enough 
for me. It’s lovely, really 
friendly.

Smooth sailing 

New £35m wing for Maritime museum opens in July

A TOY pig that survived the sinking 
of the Titanic, a 200-year-old love 
token carved on a ship’s biscuit, and 
Admiral Lord Nelson’s last letter to 
his daughter are just some of the 
amazing and moving artefacts that 
will go on show to the public when 
the National Maritime Museum 
opens its new £35 million wing on 
July 14. 

It will be the largest development in 
the museum’s history and is being seen 
as a catalyst for it to change the way it 
presents its galleries, exhibitions and 
events. The new wing has been made 
possible through a £20 million donation 
from international shipping magnate 
and philanthropist Sammy Ofer and an 
award of £5 million from the Heritage 
Lottery Fund. The rest has been funded 
by the museum itself. 

The project includes a special exhibitions 
gallery allowing the museum to stage a 
full programme of temporary shows; a 
permanent gallery called Voyagers that 
will tell the story of Britain and the sea; 
a restaurant and cafe with views over 
Greenwich Park; and a state-of-the-art 
library and archive bringing much of the 
museum’s world-renowned archive on 
site for the first time. 

The new wing gives the museum an 
opportunity to focus on the stories of 
adventure, discovery, tragedy, courage 
and disaster giving a richer understanding 
of Britain’s maritime heritage. 

Other archive material that will go on 
show will be Captain Cook’s handwritten 
journals and the log book of Robert 
Maynard, the man who killed the infamous 
pirate, Blackbeard. The museum also 



holds Shackleton’s personal copy of 
Browning’s poems which he carried with 
him to the Arctic, and the log book of 
slave ship captain John Newton, who 
wrote the hymn Amazing Grace. 

The museum has the world’s most 
important maritime archive, containing 
100,000 books and nearly two miles of 
shelved manuscripts. Professional 
researchers, students, community groups 
and people exploring their family history 
will have unprecedented access to a 
vast range of journals, letters, records, 
charts, prints and drawings as the new 
wing enables key archives to be stored at 
Greenwich for the first time. 

Lord Sterling, Chairman of the National 
Maritime Museum, said: “Our maritime 
story is Britain’s national story. And 
understanding the way the past has 


shaped the present never been more 
important in enriching our understanding 
of the world and providing inspiration for 
the future. In the Sammy Ofer Wing, our 
new exhibition space will introduce new 
generations of visitors to the many rich 
narratives bound up in our maritime 
story.”

6.10am - 10pm; Sunday 9am - 9.30pm).

WE’VE got the wheels 
and we’ve got the way - so 
watch out for an improve- 
ment on last year’s 10th 
position by Greenwich cy- 
clists at this year’s London 
Youth Games at Crystal 
Palace. 

Eight young people will 
make up the Greenwich team 
of Juveniles and Juniors 
following two lots of trials at 
the very supportive Samuel 
Montagu Youth Centre in 
Broad Walk, Kidbrooke. 

Two exceptional volunteers 
are behind the borough effort. 
Manager Ray Harrad is hardly 
lacking in experience, having 
taken the squad every year 
for the last 30, and coach Ollie 
Golding is the power behind 
Limited Edition Cycling, 
the club that started last 
November and now has 28 
committed members. 

Ray lives in the wilds of 
Belvedere but has been 
Greenwich through and 
through since organising a 
holiday cycling scheme for 
the borough at about the time 
‘Blood on the Tracks’ was No.l 
in the album charts. 

“We used to get most of 
our riders from the local 
club, Gemini BC,” said Ray, 
a sprightly 75 who still 
takes after-school clubs in 
Greenwich, “but now we hold 
a series of trials to find all the 
talent out there. We got the 
Youth Games gold about five 
years ago and we’re usually in 
there competing. 

“The Juniors will do four 
laps of the Crystal Palace 
circuit and the Juveniles two. 
The fastest three will count. 
They did used to race against 
each other but now it’s a time 
trial. 

“Technique is important but 
basically you need a good pair 
of lungs and a good heart, 
and British cycling is doing as 
well as ever after winning ten 
gold medals - far more than 
any other sport - at the last 
Olympics.” 

Ollie told GT: “Limited 
Edition Cycling has been 
brilliant considering it’s been 
through the winter. It’s a club 
for all abilities from all walks 
of life. We’ve been involved 
in a races, charity rides, the 
lot. The adults are based at 
Eltham Park South and the 
kids are based here at Samuel 
Montagu. 

“The idea is to develop a 
strong team for Greenwich 


and help build the club up at 
the same time. Team members 
get free membership to the 
club and free training up to 
the London Youth Games. 

“We’ve got two coaches, 
three cycling instructors, a 
route planner and two Sky 
Ride Leaders, which British 
Cycling are doing with Sky 
television. We’re hoping to 
get out on the roads and in 
Greenwich Park this summer. 

“By the way, we’re first 
cycling club for children in 
the borough so we’re looking 
to attract new members aged 
seven to 16 from all across 
Greenwich. Cycling is great 
for fitness and the social side 
of it, as we’ve already proved, 
is fantastic.” 

Newcomer Joe Selly, 17, who 
lives in Greenwich, looks a 
certainty for the Junior team 
after recording the third 
fastest time trial. He said: 
“I play tennis at Blackheath 
Tennis Club and saw the trials 
advertised there. I’d love to get 
in the Greenwich team. I don’t 
cycle for a club but cycle to 
most places. 


“I’m a bit nervous about 
cycling competitively but 
excited too. I do cross-country 
as well as the tennis. I’ll 
also be competing in the 
Greenwich Mini Marathon at 
Sutcliffe Park. With my tennis 
I’m taking lessons and also 
doing some coaching with the 
younger players at my club. 

“I’m hoping to study 
medicine at university and 
become a doctor or something 
like that.”

I’m sure our team will do well 
again this year. The aim must 
be to beat tenth!”

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Mandeville meets his match!

MANDEVILLE, the London 
2012 Paralympics mascot, 
got more than he bargained 
for when he called in at 
Middle Park Primary 
School in Eltham. 

For there to give him a 
surprise masterclass in judo 
was 10-year-old Cassy Malyon, 
who became a yellow belt in the 
sport while fighting without 
her prosthetic leg. Cassy’s 
right leg was amputated when 
she was just five but she was 
determined not to let this get 
in the way of her enthusiasm 
for the sport, and now finds 
it easier to fight without her 
prosthetic leg. 

Middle Park is part of the 
Get Set network, the official 
London 2012 education 
programme, and nominated 
Cassy for a LOCOG award for 
living the Paralympic Value of 
determination. 

Students whose stories 
impress LOCOG the most get 
surprise visits from Mandeville 
as he travels around the UK, 
meeting new people, making 
new friends and trying new 
sports. Pupils were nominated 
by more than 200 primary 
school entries across the 
country, and Cassy - whose 
story was featured in GT on 
March 29 - was chosen by the

London 2012 Education Team 
for a visit by the mascot. The 
news was kept as a secret 
from Cassy, who thought she 
had just been asked to wear 
her judo kit and put on a judo 
display with her sister at the 
school assembly. 

“She was really surprised and 
then delighted as her name as 
a winner was read out - and 
Mandeville then arrived while 
all the children were chanting 
‘Cassy, Cassy’,” said Sutveer 
Kaur from LOCOG. “She 
then showed him how to do 
some judo moves before being 
presented with her winner’s 
certificate.” 

Deputy head Donna Adkinson 
told GT: “We are so very proud 
of Cassy. She epitomises the 
Paralympic values and is an 
inspiration to all our pupils.” 

Also at the presentation was 
Cllr John Fahy, Greenwich 
Council’s cabinet member for 
Culture and Olympics, who 
said: “Cassy has been inspired 
by the Games to take up judo 
and gone on to become a 
yellow belt, and fights non- 
disabled young people and won 
a tournament a few weeks ago. 

“She is a great inspiration to 
us all, and a wonderful example 
of what the Paralympics are all 
about.”

There were also people 
from the banks and the 
building trade, as well as from 
the charity sector and the 
leisure and entertainment 
industries. 

The council gave each young 
visitor a special introductory 
W.O.W. booklet, with suggested 
questions to ask. 

Kate Knox, one of the 
teachers with a party of pupils 
from Alexander McLeod 
School in Fuschia Street, told 
us: “It’s the first time we’ve 
been to this event.

Fellow pupil Charlie, also 
10, said: “I’ve wanted to be 
a financial trader, but now I 
think I’d like to work behind 
the scenes in a bank. It sounds 
like the work would be more 
varied.” 

Jessica, aged 11, from 
Bannockburn Primary in 
Plumstead High Street, said: “I 
like the stand where they ask 
you to build a pyramid of your 
life - from SATS to secondary 
school, from GCSEs to college 
and jobs.

Andy Jonstone, Chief Inspector for Safer Neighbourhoods said: “It is that time 
of the year when it starts to get warmer, we leave our doors and windows opened and our garden 
sheds are full of expensive tools we have bought to improve our properties. Thieves are very aware 
of this and target households hoping that we might have been a little careless with our security. I 
would encourage everyone to follow the tips provided here. Simple steps can really prevent us from 
becoming victims of crime.”

Check callers are the real deal

GREENWICH Police are urging people - 
particularly the vulnerable and elderly - to check 
before letting anyone into their homes. 

Not all burglars break in, some will try to trick 
their way through the door. Bogus callers will 
pretend to be employees from utility companies 
or the council. Or they may claim to be tradesmen 
calling to carry out urgent repairs. 

Bogus callers succeed because they sound 
believable. So think before you open the door 
- use your chain or spy hole or look out of the 
window to see if you recognise them. If you are not 
expecting any visits, ask for details but do not let 
anyone in until you are sure about their identity. 
Arrange for them to come back at a time that is 
more convenient for you - genuine callers will not 
object. Use this time to confirm who the caller is 
by phoning the business they claim to represent. 
Never let anyone into your home unless they have 
come to keep an arranged appointment. 

Do not allow a caller to rush or confuse you. If they 
insist and do not accept that you are not letting 
them in your home, shut the door immediately and 
dial 999. 

Detective Sergeant Keith Simmonett, an officer 


with over 20 years experiece in investigating 
burglars and bogus callers said: “Bogus callers are 
unremorseful individuals whose simple aim is to 
con as many elderly people as possible. They prey 
on the elderly and vulnerable in the hope that they 
will part with large sums of money.” 

He added: I am appealing to everyone with elderly 
parents, friends, neighbours and relatives to 
ensure that they pass on my advice. Please do 
not entertain anyone calling on your door step 
and advising you that your property needs to be 
repaired. If anyone does, ask them to leave and 
inform them that you will seek advice from a 
trusted builder. 

“Do not give them any money and do not let them 
access your house.

charged. They both pleaded 
guilty to conspiracy to 
supply crack cocaine. Jama 
was sentenced to five years 
at Woolwich Crown Court 
and the 17-year-old received 
18 months at Camberwell 
Youth Court on January 28. 
At the end of July officers 
moved on to investigate 
29-year-old Hassan Hassan 
from London Road, Forest 
Hill, who was known on the 
streets as ‘Goldie’. Hassan 
was controlling a drug line 
in East Greenwich and sold 
officers 42 grams of crack 
cocaine and 18 grams of 
heroin with a street value 
of £3,820. He was arrested 
and charged on November 
9, pleaded guilty to 
conspiracy to supply crack 
cocaine and heroin and was 
sentenced to five years. 

Two months later officers 
begin gathering evidence 
against 24-year-old 
Ibrahim Jama, also known 


as ‘Max’ from Woodhill 
Road, Woolwich. He was 
controlling drug markets 
in Shooters Hill helped 
by 19-year-old Freye 
Frezgi, from Rectory Field 
Crescent, Charlton. Officers 
bought four grams of crack 
cocaine and nearly two 
grams of heroin, with a 
street value of £405. 

The pair were arrested 
and charged on November 
9, and pleaded guilty to 
conspiring to supply crack 
and heroin. Jama was 
sentenced to six years and 
eight months and Frezgi to 
four years. 

Operation Granite also 
built up evidence against 
four other men, who all 
pleaded guilty to being 
involved in supplying crack 
and heroin. They were: 
Kebba Sonko, 39, from 
Rochester Way, Kidbrooke, 
who was jailed for two 
years and eight months; 
Stephen Jones, 50, from 
Blackwall Lane, Greenwich, 


jailed for two years on 
January 17 at Woolwich 
Crown Court; Erol Huseyin, 
31, from Rochester Way, 
Kidbrooke, jailed for one 
year and eight months; and 
Louie Pope, 26, from Hatton 
Close, Plumstead, who was 
jailed for eight months 
on December 17 2010 at 
Woolwich Crown Court. 

Det Con Lund, who 
was at the heart of the 
investigation, said: “The 
purpose of this operation 
was to tackle prominent 
class A drug dealers. Jibril 
Jama, Hassan and Ibrahim 
Jama were at the heart of 
the drug dealings. These 
lengthy sentences send 
a strong message out to 
those involved in crime 
who believe they are 
untouchable and above 
the law. We have seriously 
disrupted drug dealings 
in Greenwich and will 
continue our investigations 
to bring more people before 
the courts.” 


Cllr Maureen O’Mara, 
Greenwich Council’s 
cabinet member for 
environment and 
community safety, told GT: 
“These successful court 
sentences have brought to 
an end a highly organised 
criminal network, 
supplying the most harmful 
drugs that devastate our 
communities and ruin so 
many lives. 

“Despite the increasingly 
sophisticated ways these 
gangs seek to evade 
capture, the VOCU 
team have once again 
demonstrated their 
impressive levels of skill 
and professionalism to 
gather the necessary 
evidence to bring those 
involved to justice.” 
Operation Granite follows 
another VOCU success, 
Operation Trazer, which 
saw 51 people arrested in 
coordinated early morning 
drugs raids last month.

Don’t make your garden a rosy target 


THIS is the time of the year 
when many people tidy up their 
gardens, buy new tools and invest 
in new equipment to make the 
best of the summer ahead. And 
it means that shed burglaries are 
already on the increase. 

Greenwich Police say opportunistic 
thieves are breaking into sheds in 
the hope of finding valuable tools 
and goods which are easy to sell on. 
They have issued the following crime 
prevention advice: 


• Make sure that your sheds are locked 
and if you have a shed alarm, ensure 
that it is in good working condition. 

• Make sure all perimeter fences are in 
good repair and difficult to climb. 

• Good lighting for the garden is an 
excellent deterrent. Go for lights 
which are on a timer or triggered by 
movement so they are not wasting 
electricity by being on all the time. 

• Quality locks can make a difference, 
bearing in mind the flimsy nature of 
most garden sheds. 


• Try to attach valuable items together 
in a shed using a good quality 

chain and if possible, anchor to an 
immoveable item such as a bucket 
of set concrete or a purpose-designed 
anchor point. 

• Use a good marking pen or 
engraving to act as a deterrent. It will 
help with identification if the items 
are recovered. 

• Make sure that your back gate is 
locked and there are no climbing aids 
available such as bins, which would 


allow a burglar to climb over with 
ease.

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Council’s policy for letting homes. Your band 
information is on the letter that the Council sent you when 
you registered, or when your circumstances changed. 

Property adverts say which band can apply and any other criteria. 
When all the bids are received, the property is then offered to: 

For properties advertised for band A and band B - 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 

longest time. 


Band 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including people 
moving due to demolition and those underoccupying 
their homes. 

B is for applicants the council must prioritise according to 
the law, particularly homeless people, and others with an 
urgent need to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B.

Get on the list 

O First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 

If you’re not, get an application form by phoning the Access and Allocations 
Section on 020 8921 2941. Or pick up a form from any neighbourhood office.

New wave radio 

A local broadcasting scene is bubbling away nicely at a radio 
station which celebrates a half-century on the air this year 


# WELL-MEANING 
doom-mongers 
might have 
expected the 
internet to sound 
the death knell for local radio 
stations. 

But far from putting the 
kibosh on local broadcasts, 
the web has made community 
radio a medium more 
accessible than ever before. 
Greenwich’s Meridian Radio 
celebrates its 50th birthday 
this year and to mark the 
occasion all of the station’s 
contributors are making 
special programmes for 
broadcast over the May Bank 
Holiday weekend. 

Scene spoke to the team 
behind In The Meantime, a 
weekly webcast which deals 
with hyperlocal issues in the 
borough. 

Matt Clinch and Owen 
Proctor-Jackson started 
the show in January after 
spotting a gap in the market. 
Matt told us: “It’s like a 
magazine show - 1 did a bit of 
work experience at the BBC 
and it got me thinking about 
the ‘community, have-your- 
say’ type thing where people 
can air their opinions. 

“Guests come into the studio, 
or we go and meet them. We 
try as much as possible to 
get out there and get people’s 
views.” 

The show goes live to the 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital 
on Sunday evenings and is 
uploaded to the website as a 
podcast the following day. 
Owen added: “We wanted to 
compliment the local media 
and mediums out there and 
provide another angle, and 
hopefully do something 
slightly different. 

“We focus on one issue or 
theme in each episode so 
we can go more in depth 
than say, a five-paragraph 
newspaper article. It’s a 
platform for people to have 
a voice, to say their piece in 
their own way.”

Owen in Plumstead, and 
they hope that over time 
listeners will become even 
more integral to the station’s 
output. “We try and use 
that to our advantage,” says 
Owen, 26. “We want the 
listeners to direct us to the 
topics and the subjects that 
we cover. Right now we’re 
very fresh and new and we’re 
having to push it along a 
lot, but what we’re hoping

Owen adds: “We always 
thought there was enough 
to sustain the show, but 
when we started looking we 
realised that there is just so 
much going on. 

“It’s encouraging how much

“We’ve only done about ten 
shows so we’re still learning 
quite a lot. Hopefully as we 
progress we’ll be able to get 
into even more depth with 
the issues we discuss on the 
show.” 

No radio show would be 
complete without a sports 
roundup, and ‘Charlton 
Chris’ Tremayne completes 
the line-up, reporting on the 
area’s biggest football club 
as well as Blackheath Rugby 
Club and other local sports 
clubs. 

The presenters do the show 
for the love of it, and there is 
no budget to speak of. 

“We don’t spend any money 
on the show at all,” Matt 
says. “We pay our annual 
members fee, and then we 
spend just the bus fare to get 
here, and that’s it.

Andy Parsons has 

great material, but is 
let down by a lack of 
confidence on stage, 
writes Dean Beadle 



# COMEDIAN Andy 
Parsons opened 
up his show at the 
Indig02 on April 
9 by shedding 

light on the plight of comedian 
Zarganar, who was jailed 
in Burma for criticising the 
government. “Thank God it isn’t 
like that here” he quipped. 

In his well-observed satirical set 
nothing escaped his acerbic wit: 
The coalition, recent events in 
Libya, (“I think the clue is in the 
word ‘dictator’,” he deadpanned 
- “I don’t ever remember seeing 
a book called ‘Pol Pot - the Nice 
Years’.”) 

Topman, the press and even 
Alan Sugar couldn’t escape his 
haranguing style of humour. 

The follically-challenged star 
of BBC’s Live at the Apollo 
even poked fun at himself: “We 
should form a bald and gingers 
alliance. But on the rally, if the 
sun comes out - there’ll be a lot 
of hats being worn,” he joked. 
Having been a mainstay of 
topical quiz show Mock The 
Week for five years, it’s no 
surprise that Parsons is well 
read, sharply observant and 
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Rio: Grande flop 



incredibly well informed. His 
set is perfectly pitched and 
his stating-the-obvious patter 
is brilliantly relevant in the 
current climate. But in terms 
of delivery style, he is nowhere 
near polished enough. The 
first half of his act was slow 
to get off the ground, his jokes 
weren’t always linked together, 
and he relied on connectives 
like “basically” and “right” far 
too much. And basically, after 
hearing the word “basically” for 
the hundredth time it basically 
begins to grate, right? He didn’t 
seem at ease and occasionally 
looked uncomfortable in the 
extreme. In fact, at times he 
seemed almost surprised when 
his material got a laugh. That 
said, he proved himself at the 
eleventh hour and the much 
better-timed second half had the 
audience in fits. 

Parsons’ biggest issue is that 
he isn’t confident enough. He 
is stiff and reserved, and in 
the modern world of comedy 
where comedians are selling 
out arenas, comics have to be 
dynamic. Parsons’ material is 
funny - very funny- but that

isn’t enough. His humour may 
be well-observed and brilliantly 
pitched, but the comedian 
himself isn’t energetic enough 
to fill even the platform at the 
Indig02, and as a result he 
had little stage presence. In a 
world where style is held above 
substance, Parsons is an old 
among the young. He reminds 
me of a cantankerous old uncle, 
propping up the bar putting 
the world to rights - the acerbic 
uncle of comedy. 

In light of that, it’s important to 
point out that there is something 
incredibly loveable about 
Parsons. He has such a warm 
manner that the audience would 
have forgiven him anything. The 
mic stopped working briefly, 
he had to blow his nose and he 
was heckled, but none of that 
threw him. In fact, he was able 
to make fun of those situations 
and kept the crowd laughing 
throughout. He may not be 
energetic or stylistically weird 
enough to fill arenas, but his 
witty and well aimed grumbles 
definitely do have an audience. 

If only he would grow to be more 
comfortable in front of them. 


A SLOTH named Sid 
and a bird called Blu 
are the stars of the 
latest animated 3D 
offering from the makers of 
Ice Age. 

This time, director Carlos 
Saldanha transports us from 
the glacial snowdrifts of the last 
ice age to the humid jungles 
of present day Rio. Well, near 
Rio at any rate. ‘Brazilian 
Rainforest Just Outside Of Rio’ 
doesn’t quite have the same 
ring to it, does it? 

The story of species 
conservation and planet 
destruction is pleasant enough, 
and concerns the trials and 
tribulations of a domesticated 
macaw, Blu, voiced by Jesse 
‘The Social Network’ Eisenberg. 
Blu, the last male of his 
species, is reluctantly taken 
to Rio, in order to mate with 
Jewel, the last of her kind, 

(Anne Hathaway). But exotic 
bird traffickers lurk around 
every corner and Blu and Jewel 
must find a way to freedom 
past Nigel (Jermaine Clement), 
a hideous cockatoo and an 
army of marmosets armed only 
with the help of a red crested 
cardinal played by Black Eyed 
Pea rapper, Will. i. am, a yellow 
canary voiced by Jamie ‘Don’t 
call me Ray’ Foxx, and Tracy 
Morgan as the constantly 
drooling bulldog, Luiz. 

While undoubtedly appealing 
to younger children, the film 
fails to satisfy on a number 
of levels. Firstly, it lacks 
the depth of its some of its 
more illustrious, animated 
predecessors and is thus 
less accessible to adults; 
where is the toy constantly 
ruminating over his future, 
potential obsolescence (Toy 
Story); the single father 
desperately trying (and 
failing) to cope with his child’s 
disability (Finding Nemo); the 


monster’ existential dilemma, 
questioning his right to frighten 
young children (Monster’s Inc). 
Moreover, where is the humour 
and the wit? Subtlety and 
ambiguity have been almost 
entirely replaced by slapstick 
and farce, the whole hidden 
under a plethora of superfluous 
characters. 

But most importantly, just 
where are the voices? Perhaps 
only in animated movies are 
voices so critical: Tom Hanks 
simply was Woody the Cowboy 
in Toy Story. David Schwimmer 
was wonderfully well cast 
as the hypochondriac giraffe 
in Madagascar. Billy Crystal 
was born to play a neurotic 
monster (Monster’s Inc). 

So, professional as Eisenberg 
is (cautious neurosis his 
trademark) he simply does 
not do birds - a flaw which 
frankly undermines the entire 
movie. Hathaway is better but 
her role is less demanding in 
a script that is woefully thin. 
Director Saldanha oversees an 
explosion of colour and stream 
of good songs but given a bar 
set almost impossibly high 
by the likes of Toy Story and 
Nemo, Rio simply fails to meet 
adult expectations. 

Good Easter fare for 
youngsters, but lacks appeal of 
some of its predecessors.

APRIL brings a number of changes 
to the way that tax credits are 
worked out so you may find that 
your payments change more than 
usual. 

The changes include: 

• reducing the proportion of help 
payable towards childcare costs in 
Working Tax Credit; and 

• removing the extra amount 
included in Child Tax Credit for 
babies under one. 

There are also other changes 
which mean that tax credits are 
withdrawn at a lower income level 
and at a higher rate than before, 
although the amounts included 
for children have been increased 
significantly.

Charlton 0 
Huddersfield 1

THOUGH he was 
blissfully unaware of 
it at the time, Joey 
Gudjonsson’s late 
free kick winner for 
promotion seekers 
Huddersfield Town was 
even more exquisitely 
timed than he could 
possibly have imagined. 

A minute earlier, at 
St. Mary’s, Guly Do 
Prado’s goal had sent 
Southampton on their 
way to a scruffy win over 
relegation probables 
Bristol Rovers and a 
potentially decisive three 
point advantage over the 
Terriers with a game in 
hand. 

Gudjonsson’s instant 
riposte effectively kept his 
side involved in the bitter 
battle for that key second 
place. With the heartbreak 
of last season’s semi- 
final play-off setback still 
keenly felt in Yorkshire, 
manager Lee Clark was 
entitled to a huge sigh of 
relief. 

Town’s win over 

the Addicks was no 
more elegant than 
Southampton’s over 
struggling Rovers but was 
just about deserved. 

There were moments, 
particularly during the 
second half, when the 
home side threatened to 
scupper their visitors’ 
prospects but the Terriers 
were marginally the better 
side. 

They were seven minutes 
from goalless frustration, 
though, when Jose 
Semedo, in an attempt to 
rectify Michael Stewart’s 
error, tripped Gudjonsson 
30 yards from goal. Up 
stepped the Icelandic 
international to blast a 
free kick into the defensive 
wall, where Federico 
Bessone’s arm halted its 
goalbound progress. 

Gudjonsson’s second 
effort from the edge of the 
penalty area was brutally 
bludgeoned into the top 
right corner and The 
Valley’s gloom sped down 


the M3 to Southampton, 
where the bush telegraph 
cruelly silenced the briefly 
cockahoop locals. 

Late defeat was poor 
reward for Charlton, 
who can at least look 
Huddersfield’s promotion 
rivals in the eye after 
giving this game every 
inch and ounce of effort, if 
sadly not quality. 

They had opportunities 
to snatch a first half lead 
but honest endeavour was 
unsupported by clinical 
finishing at critical times. 
Gary Doherty headed 
Stewart’s free kick into 
Ian Bennett’s hands; a 
well-rehearsed setpiece 
routine set up Bradley 
Wright-Phillips to toe-end 
a half-chance over the bar; 
Paul Benson’s sideways- 
on volley whistled 
dangerously too high. 

The Terriers were hardly 
under siege but The 
Addicks comfortably held 
their own. Two heroically 
blocked efforts from 
Gudjonsson and Kevin 
Kilbanes’s wayward drive 
were as much as his side 
could muster. 

After an interval, which 
provided eagerly awaited 
relief, Charlton improved 
and Stewart, when set 
up by clever byline 
combination between 
Therry Racon and 
Wright-Phillips, blazed 
unhandsomely off target. 
At the other end, Gary 
Roberts met Gudjonsson’s 
curling cross on the 
bounce at the far post only 
to head wastefully across 
goal, before the united 
defiance of Bessone and 
Semedo closed down Scott 
Arfield at point blank 
range. 

Finally beginning to 
faintly resemble the 
promotion candidates 
they’d been at pains to 
disguise, Town should 
have scored through 
centre back Peter Clark, 
who glanced Roberts’ 
inswinging corner wide 
of the left post, but 
then needed Bennett’s 
sharp save from Scott 
Wagstaff’s volley and 
Clark’s emergency block 


on Wright-Phillips, whose 
whiplash shot on the turn 
seemed to have bypassed 
him. A premature offside 
flag denied Wright-Phillips 
a golden opportunity to 
break the deadlock, as did 
the smart reflexes Bennett 
used to prevent Semedo 
from heading Chris Solly’s 
fine cross under the bar. 
During a brief awkward 
patch, Clark again blocked 
superbly after Racon’s 
low drive was deflected 
conveniently for Benson 
to shoot first time. 

A creditable point 
seemed on the cards, a 
result which promised 
to give Chris Powell 
the satisfaction of two 
consecutive clean sheets 
until his snakebitten side 
came up with yet another 
way to snatch defeat from 
the jaws of victory or, 
more accurately in this 
case, from the claws of 
compromise. 

Stewart’s miskick was 
avoidable folly, Semedo ’s 
foul on Gudjonsson a 
forgivably desperate 
attempt to make good 
the mistake. Both of 
Gudjonsson’s free 

kicks were cheerfully 
uncomplicated, the second 
of them tearing through 
an apprehensive wall 
that had seen the damage 
inflicted by his ferocious 
range-finder. 

One flash of brilliance 
separated these sides. So 
does a league table which 
tells us that Charlton just 
haven’t been good enough. 
They’ve been trying but 
they haven’t been nearly 
good enough.

Preventing obstruction 


It is important that you present your bins/sacks on the 
pavement on your collection day only to prevent 
obstruction. This will particularly assist those residents with 
children in pushchairs, wheel-chair users, or the partially sighted 
who need a safe, clear and accessible route at all times. 

It is an offence for your bins/sacks to be on the pavement on 
days other than your collection day and this could result in 
your bins being removed. Please ensure that you only present 
your waste and recycling for collection on your designated 
collection day and that you return your bins to within your 
property boundary after collection has taken place. 

If you are unable to store your wheeled bins off the public 
highway and within your property boundary, we can offer you 
an alternative to bins.
